365 pounds of tobacco for a money 
value of $43,904.5-5, or an average of 
$43.84. 

Not only was the warehouse aver- 
age for the day shot full of holes, but 
the best crop average of any ware- 
house or market in the State went 
down before the quality of tobacco on 
sale as well as scorjag the highest 
basket price of any warehouse or 
market in the State or any State. 

The crop of 2,550 pounds of Thom- 
ason, Burris & Hinkston sold for an 
average of $58.40, the baskets sell- 
ing as follows: 115 pounds for 
$52.50; 220 pounds for $55.50; 175 
pounds for $60; 210 pounds for $54.- 
5fr; 200 pounds for $54.50; 210 
pounds for $60; 175 pounds for $58, 
125 pounds for $60; 290 pounds for 
$58.50; 205 pounds' for $60; 170 
pounds for $50.50; 80 pounds for $47 
and 115 pounds for $54.50. 

When the news spread that big 
prices were being obtained it attract- 
ed soores of tobacco men and farm- 
ers as well as many women. 

The sale started shortly after 10 
o'clock a. m. with Auctioneer J. A. 
Squires at the lever. Col. Squires 
told the buyers they faced what was 
perhaps the finest floor of tobacco 
ever seen beneath the roof of a ware- 
house. The long rows of baskets 
looked like so much golden grain in 
its ripening stage. The leaf wa? 
silky in texture, just right in condi- 
tion and was of a color the prettiest 
ever seen lined up for inspection. 
While some few baskets of the off 
grades sold as low as $12 to $16, the 
great bulk of the offering went above 
$40, then $50, then $60 and as high 
as $78. 

The manufacturers — the big four 
— secured practically the entire offer- 
ing, leaving the pin-hooker far in the 
rear. The sale was the best ever 
made on the Paris market and re- 
sulted in the highest floor average 
of any warehouse, or market in this 
or any other State.

A Year's Achivement. 

It was a happy coincident that on 
the day the newspapers carried a 
story from the American Army in 
France stressing the need of air 
planes they were able also to print a 
dispatch from Washington beartng 
the good news that the first Ameri- 
can-built battle 'planes are en route 
to France, nearly five months ahead 
of the original schedule. 

The fact that our soldiers on the 
American sector in France have won- 
dered at their lack of aeroplanes to 
combat a well-supplied enemy, while 
at the same time planes were en 
route to them months ahead of the 
time that is had been hoped to have 
them in readiness, is significant of 
two things: American troops are 
fighting in France months ahead of 
th* date that they were expected to 
be in readiness for action, and aero- 
plane construction in this country 
has been speeded up beyond the 
fondest hopes of government officials. 

We have been in the war about a 
year, but in that time we have raised 
and equipped nearly two million 
troops, and have transported, trained 
and thrown into actual battle line 
an army larger than our regular 
arojy totalled a year ago. That army 
now is to have the service of Ameri- 
cao-built battle 'planes which it had 
not been exepcted would be read" 
until next summer. It is a pretty 
good record of achievement for a 
single year, and it can be enor- 
mously expanded in the year to com* 1 , 
if tne war lasts that long. We have 
just begun to fight, and our resources 
„ %re almost inexhaustible. The pros- 
pect is a gloomy one for the 



the outrages reported against the 
German army, and fear of men is 
proper if that fear is inaugurated by 
truthful presentations of known 
facts. For instance, a realization of 
what the complete Teutonic domin- 
ation of the world would mean is lia- 
ble to cause men to fear and may 
move those to whom the highest 
ideal of democracy has no bearing. 
The government emphasizes the fact 
that it wants abiding truth alone 
stressed, because abiding truth makes 
abiding conviction; on the other 
hand, those to whom emotional sto- 
ries have produced frightful cries for 
revenge are unstably minded and 
may turn at the words of the next 
orator.

Every householder should have a 
garden*- It affords a supply of veg- 
etables for the table whose quality 
cannot be touched by the stores.

Every garden 
planted means the release of more 
food and more wffich is needed every- 
where to beat the U-boats. If yoa 
are too old to fight and too poor to 
give your money you can at least 
operate your garden, and in this way 
do the best you 



What Conservation Has Done. 

The food administration's an- 
nouncement that meatless days In 
the United States have saved 140,- 
000,000 pounds of beef in four 
months shows what the united volun- 
tary sacrifice of a nation can accom- 
plish. These figures mean that, on 
the'average, every individual of this 
country has curtailed his normal con- 
sumption a little over a pound 
That is not a remarkable sacrifice, 
but the aggregate -saving is impres- 
sive, and every pound that we have 
done without has meant a pound tor 
our allies, who were in real need of 
it. We could cuf out meat from our 
menus much more extensively with- 
out suffering in the least; in fact, 
our general health probably would 
be the better for it. Instead of a 
quarter of a pound a month apiece, 
we ought to make the saving at 
least a pound a month for each indi- 
vidual. 



Have You Ever Thought of This? 
Secretary Baker has emerged from 
the examination of his administra- 
tion of the affairs of the war de- 
partment in a much better light 
than at first seemed possible. But,

You're Eight, Bishop! 

That the commandment "Thou 
shall not kill" does not interfere with 
the duty of every Christian to do his 
share to win the war, even though 
winning it should mean the exter- 
mination of the German people, was 
asserted by Bishop Daniel S. Tuttle, 
Presiding Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in America, at a 
•noonday Lenten sermon at the Lyric 
Theatre, in Cincinnati. "Such a war 
as this, which is being fought for 
righteousness, for homes, for women, 
for children and for almost all the 
decencies of life, relieves us of any 
doubt that there are circumstances 
in which it is right for Christian 
people to fight," the Bishop said.

The Newspaper Graveyard. 

The newspaper graveyard has been 
added to during the last year with 
accelerated frequency. The latest 
newspaper annual shows the increas- 
ed price of paper, ink, materials and 
labor has been too much for the pub- 
lisher who had no faith in his publi- 
cation. The men who were afraid to 
ask more for their papers have 
either sold out to competitors or 
joined that old time procession to- 
ward the Sheriff's office.

S CHOOLS . 

At a recent meeting of the County 
Board in the Superintendent's office 
the principal things voted were 
length of school term, filling vacan- 
cies for trustees, and the budget for 
next year. 

Qn account of the lack of funds 
the Board voted that the school term 
should be eight months, except those 
that did not have the per cent, of 
attendance required by law, and 
they should close at seven months. 

They also voted to make a ten 
cents levy, the usual amount, for the 
school expenses for next year. 

An inquiry was also made con- 
cerning a surplus of $7,000 left to 
the county treasury, but no one knew 
of any, as reported after the last 
Board meeting under the old adminis- 
tration. 

This being true, I presume there 
was a mistake and it was only mis- 
named, and the amount referred to 
was what was left of the taxes col- 
lected for this school year. 

If I understand correctly, though, 
you cannot call it a surplus. 

I received for the county treasury, 
sent by Miss Robbins. $343.31. 
Later, Mr. W. P. Talbott paid me 
$5,885.55, making a total for the 
county treasury, $6,228.86. 

The reason I am making thin 
statement, so many keep asking why 
so much money had been placed In 
the reserve fund or surplus.

In 
that way Uncle Sam will keep track 
of every soldier, sailor and civilian 
attached in any way to his armed 
forces. The card index will permit 
prompt handling of all casualty lists. 
Not only will we over here know who 
over there has been hurt or slain, but 
we will know where that American 
boy lived and his nearest living rela- 
tives. This system will do a lot to- 
ward ^heading off the wave of casu- 
alty lies which pro-German propa- 
gandists spread in America. The caid 
index plan makes it impossible for 
any soldier to be wounded, captured 
or slain without his nearest rela- 
tives being promptly notified. If no 
such notice is received from official 
sources no harm has befallen the 
soldier. There will be no "unknown 
dead." Every man in the army, 
whether officer -or^ private, will b3 
indexed by name and the records fil- 
ed in alphabetical order for immedi- 
ate reference should the names ap 
pear either in army orders or casu- 
alty lists. With the description of 
each soldier will be given the name 
of his next kin, with address. The 
War Department may decide upon 
the plan of identification which has 
been in vogue in the regular army. 
This system is that each soldier shall 
wear about his neck underneath hi;; 
clothing a small aluminum tag giving 
his name and company. So always 
there is a line of communication 
from the boy fighting in the trenches 
over there, or in training camps 
here, and his nearest reltive, through 
the tag he wears and the card in the 
filing case at Washington.
